BOUGHT IN 1958 
The Trieste was purchased in 
1958 by the Navy from its de­ 
velopers. Dr. Auguste Piccard and 
his son Jacques, for use by the 
Office of Naval Research. It was 
put into operation in December 
of that year and since then has 
made scores of dives. 
In I960 the Trieste, substantially 
fn its present form but using a 
different gondola, descended to 
the deepest known part of any 
ocean—to 35.700 feet in the Mari­ 
anas Trench off the island of 
Guam. 
The over-all length of the Tri­ 
este is 58 feet, the outside di­ 
ameter of its hull ll feet. With 
the exception of the gondola for 
the crew and certain cameras 
and other equipment mounted on 
the outside of the structure, all 
portions of the Trieste are “flood- 
able.” This means that as the Tri- 
este descends, water or ballast 
fills all space. The pressure thus 
is equalized.

BEFORE HOUSE NOW 
Estim ates that millions of dol­ 
lars could be returned to the state

said. 
The program to raise the 4 per 
cent sales tax to 41* per cent and 
expand it to clothing and to in­ 
crease the six-cent-a-pack tax on 
cigarettes to seven cents now is 
before the House 
Amid reports that House Repub­ 
licans wouldn’t 
supply 
the 
106 
votes necessary to pass the two 
measures. Scranton said: 
“I am impressed with the way 
this is going.” 
LONG NEWS SESSION 
He said one of the two Repub­ 
licans who voted against the sales 
tax measure in the House Ways 
and Means committee Wednesday 
told Aim he was going to support 
it on the floor. He also had heard 
from a Republican senator that 
the 
senator 
would 
support 
it, 
Scranton said. 
The governor did not identify 
either legislator. Republicans Jo­ 
seph H 
Goldstein, W arren, and 
Guy A. Kistler. Cumberland, re­ 
portedly opposed the sales levy 
when the committee approved it 
Wednesday. 
The other m ajor subject discus­ 
sed at the long news session was 
the administration’s 
decision to 
proceed with processing of some 
70.000 traffic violations and some 
OO .OOO notices to drivers to take 
physical re-examinations. 


EA SE SEN TENCE 
That also touched onthe traffic 
safety bureau’s decision to shorten 
friom two-months to 19 days a sen 
tence imposed on Arthur T. Mc 
gonigle, Sinking Springs, 1958 Re­ 
publican candidate for governor, 
for speeding on the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike.

Future cases of this type will 
be handled on an individual basis, 
the safety commis?ioner added. 
As for the backlog of violations 
and re-exam mat ions—and Reve­ 
nue Secretary Theodore B Smith s 
intimation that the 130,000 cases 
would be dropped—Scranton said 
“there will be no amnesty.” 
He quoted a memorandum from 
Brainerd that the backlog would 
be cleaned up in 30 days and fu­ 
ture waiting periods reduced to a 
maximum of 90 days.

NO EXEMPTION 
As for speculation arising out of 
last week’s discussion off dropping 
children’s w ear from clothing to 
be taxed, Scranton said that was 
only a discussion on a point raised 
by newsmen, not by him. 
“I’m not considering such an ex­ 
emption.” he added, “ Frankly, I 
think it is an administration head­ 
ache and Connecticut 
the only 
state that has such an exemption) 
resorts it as such.” 
Republicans who sponsored the 
bill introduced Wednesday to make 
the sales levy a genral tax with 
exemptions rathei than a tax on 
selected item s claimed this would 
improve collection of the tax and 
thereby raise $66 million a year 
and up. 
LEAST INJURY 
Since the item s taxed would be 
the sam e as under the present 
law, Scranton said, the Revenue 
Department says there would be 
no revenue produced from it. 
“Where anybody got the idea 
that this would raise 66 or any ap­ 
preciable amount of money 
is 
quite beyond m e.” Scranton said. 
As for his own proposals: 
“ I think this is the best method 
of collecting the money, doing the 
least injury to people.”

MORE ACRES IF 
WHEAT BALLOT

■A dam s County’s farm ers will be 
allotted 1.400 more acres on which 
to grow wheat if the 1964 nation­ 
al wheat program is adopted at 
the referendum to be held May 
21, J. Glenn Miller, office m an­ 
ager for the Adams County Agri­ 
cultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Con­ 
servation Committee, announced 
today. 
Notices were sent today to 1950 
county farm s which have grown 
wheat within the last few years 
listing the number of acres they 
would be permitted to sow with 
wheat if the 1964 program is 
adopted. 
The increase is allowable wheat 
plantings, from 16,517 acres as of 
this year to 17.990 acres in 1964. 
comes about largely because of 
a different method of computing 
allotments for those farm s with 
allotments of less than 16 acres. 
D E P E N D S ON VOTES 
Under the new plan the wheat 
allotments for the smaller farm s 
were estimated in two ways. First 
on the farm ’s allotment as based 
on the national allotment, and at 
90 per cent of the farm ’s aver 
age 1959411 wheat acreage if it 
did not exceed 15 acres The small 
farm s were then allocated the 
larger result of the two methods 
of 
calculation. 
Miller observed 
that the increasse in acreage to 
the sm aller farms “did not rep­ 
resent in any way a decline in the 
allotments to the larger farm s— 
they were all based on their share 
of the national allotment.” 
If at least two-thirds of the 
growers voting in the referen­ 
dum approve quotas for the 1964 
wheat crop, price support will be 
available to participating grow 
ers who keep within their acre­ 
age allotment at $2 a bushel, na­ 
tional 
average, 
on 
certificated 
wheat, and $1.30 a bushel, na 
tional average, on noncertificated 
wheat; 
and diversion payments 
will be made to growers on acre­ 
age diverted from wheat produc 
tion into a conserving use (in 
eluding the acreage reduction re­ 
flected in the farm allotment) 
Miller said. 
If more than a third of the 
growers voting in the referendum 
oppose 
the 
1964-crop 
wheat 
quotas, price support at 50 per 
cent of parity 
(about $1.25 
bushel) will be available to par 
ticipating growers who keep with 
in their acreage allotments. With 
out quotas, no diversion program 
would be in effect. As in the past 
the allotments will remain in ef 
feet, whether or not quotas are 
approved for the 1964 wheat crop

They man a 
fleet of over 40 ships. On both 
coasts, the fleets are designed 
strictly for antisubmarine war­ 
fare. The ships are for this rea­ 
son seldom larger than a destroy­ 
er. 
To some Americans these sta­ 
tistics m ay not be impressive. 
But the entire population of Can­ 
ada is only 16,000.000, The arm s 
ratio approximates that of the 
United States.
